A substitute sequence listing is provided 
herein which corrects the error detected. In particular*, the incorrect residues at Position 17 of 
SEQ ID NO.: 3 originally read as Pro, Lys or His. These have now been corrected to comply 
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with the designated residues in the specification on page 19, line 9, wherein J Y/F/H is either Tyr, 
Phe or His. No new matter has been entered by way of this correction.
